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PORTSMOUTH, VA. 

A polite correspondent furnishes us a few 
notes of this town, from which it appears that 
the whole population is upwards of five thousand, 
thirteen hundred of whom are colored. The 
streets, which are from sixty to one hundred 
feet wide, cross each other at right angles, and 
the general plan of the place is similar to Phila- 
delphia. Portsmouth affords one of the finest 
harbors in America; ships of the jargest class 
may lay with safety at the wharves. The Navy) 
Yard is directly on the southern extremity of 
Portsmouth, within the boundary of the town. 
The scite was a gift to the United States, on con- 
dition that it should be accepted as a Navy 
Yard. This part of the town is called Gosport, ' 
and resembles our Northern Liberties. Another 
extremity of the town, resembling Southwark, 
is called Charlestown or New (own, and is ra- 
pidly improving. 

Directly south of the Navy Yard, and though 
joined to the town, without the proper bounda- 
ries, is the Dry Dock, for refitting ships, &&.— 
The town lies on the western shore of the south- 
ern branch of Elizabeth river, and is two or two 
and a balf miles from Norfolk. 

Our correspondent mentions that in addition 
to the Post, which is extensively patronised in 
Portsmouth, there are more than three huudred 
newspapers, printed in other cities, subscribed 
for by the iahabitants. From this fact it is fair 
to infer that a spirit of intelligence and improve- 
ment is among them. 

The cholera prevails in Portsmouth at this 
time, to some extent. From the 2ist July to 2ist 
August, there were one hundred and fifty deaths 
from the disease, one bucdred and twenty of 
whom were blacks.
